The velocity of this 
rifle 5s 2.700 feet per second at the 
muzzle. 


The tirst sound Is that of the bullet 


passing through the uir. It is like uotii- 
Ing BO much us n Ions and very violent- 
ly cracked blncksuake whip. The sec- 
ond aouud combs about three-quarters 
of a second litter. It Is dead,"_heavy 
and is more like n thud tliau (lie 
"crack" of a rifle.

sounds is because the bullet travels 
uaieb faster than sound.
